the  OHBISTIAN  RELiaiON  AND  ITS  FOXTNDER. 

BV  ROSSEAO. 

I  confess  that  the  majesty  of  the  Scriptures  astonish 
me— that  the  sanctity  of  the  Gospel  speaks  to  my  heart. 
View  the  books  of  the  philosophers,  with  all  their  pomp, 
what  a  littleness  have  they  when  cotnpared  with  this  .' 
Is  it  possible  that  a  book  at  once  so  sublime  and  simple 
should  be  the  work  of  man  7  Is  it  possible  that  he  whose 
history  it  records  should  be  himself  a  mere  man?  Is  this 
the  style  of  an  enthusiast,  or  of  any  ambitious  sectary  ? 
What  sweetness,  what  purity  in  his  manners?  What 
profound^wisdom  in  his  discourse  ?  What  empire  over 
his  passions  1  Where  is  the  man,  where  is  the  philoso¬ 
pher,  who  knows  how  to  act,  to  suffer  and  die,  withou' 
weakness  and  without  ostentation  ?  When  Plato  paints 
his  imaginary  just  man,  covered  with  all  the  ignominy 
of  guilt,  and  deserving  all  the  honors  of  virtue,  he  paints 
Jesus  Christ  in  every  stroke  of  the  pencil !  Their  setn- 
blance  is  so  strong  that  all  the  fathers  have  perceived  it, 
and  that  it  is  not  possible  to  mistake  it.  What  preju¬ 
dices,  what  blindness,  must  they  have  who  dare  to  draw 
a  comparison  between  the  son  of  Sopronicus  and  the  son 
of  Mary !  What  a  distance  is  there  between  the  one 
and  the  other?  As  Socrates  died  without  pain  and  dis¬ 
grace,  he  found  no  difficulty  in  supporting  his  character 
to  the  end  ;  and  if  his  easy  death  had  not  shed  a  lustre 
on  bis  life,  we  might  have  doubted  whether  Socrates, 
with  all  his  genius,  was  any  thing  but  a  sophist.  They 
say  that  he  invented  morality.  Others  before  him  had 
practiced  it,  he  only  said  what  they  had  done  ;  he  only 
read  lessons  on  their  examples.  Aristides  had  just  before 
Socrates,  explained  the  nature  of  justice  ; — Leonidas  had 
died  for  bis  country  before  Socrates  made  it  the  duty  of 
men  to  love  their  country.  Sparta  had  been  temperate  j 
before  Socrates  praised  temperance.  Greece  bad  abound 
'td  in  virtuous  men  before  he  defined  virtue.  But  where 
'sohld  Jesus  have  taken  among  his  countrymen  that  ele¬ 
vated  and  pure  morality  of  which  be  alone  furnished  both 
■the  precepts  and  example  ?  The  most  lohy  wisdom  was 
heard  from  the  bosom  of  the  most  funous  fsnaticism ; 
and  the  simplicity  of  the  most  heroic  virtues  honored  the 
lives  of  all  people.  The  death  of  Socrates,  serenely  phi¬ 
losophising  with  his  friends,  is  the  most  gentle  that  one 
san  desire  ;  that  of  one  expiring  in  torments,  injured,  de- 
Tided,  reviled  by  a  whole  people,  is  the  most  horrible 
that  one  can  fear.  When  Socrates  Ukes  the  poisoned 
enp,  he  blesses  him  who  presents  it ;  and  who  at  the

This,  we  believe,  as  said  before,  was  one  of 
Clarke’s  weak  points  ;  and  bating  tbis  and  a  few  others, 
and  he  needs  no  praise  from  one  so  humble  in  life  as  the 
wyiler — Clarke  was  a  man  of  which  the  world  might  well 
be  proud,  and  hia  labors  will  long  be  remembered  too, 
bMause  of  lasting  benefit  to  mankind. 

But  there  is  One  above — above  all  others  ;  above  all  i 
power,  wisdom,  and  benificence  ;  the  great  Projector  and- 
Creatoi  of  the  universe.  The  various  laws  governing 
the  institutions  of  nature  were  established  by  bis  creative 
hand,  and  established  upon  their  best  possible  basis. — 
And  he  is  (heir  immediate  and  only  director  and  control, 
er.  There  is  no  partnership  with  him,  no  semi.omnipo- 
tent  evil  power  to  direct  and  govern  alternately  with 
him.  But  all  moves  forward  as  best  determined  by  his 
counsel,  ere  the  sun-light  of  existence  shone  upon  the 
world.  It  may  be  considered  a  want  of  faith  in  the  doc- 
tdnes  of  the  church  so  to  believe.  It  may  be  sufficient 
cause  to  thrust  one  from  the  synagoge.  But  this  does 
not  alter  the  truth.  It  remains  the  same  as  ever.  ‘  God 
rmlrs  the  storm.'
